TRINITY COLLEGE, CAMBRIDGE, 

This beautiful and higUy interesting work of art was 
piCMOted, with a nnmbcr of Ilonuui altoriy &c. to Tiini^ 
CJoIIege in 1750, by sir John Cotton: the collection waa 
made by sir Robert Cotton, and this stoDC, with others, 
brought from the Ruoian station at Risingham, in Northum- 
berland : the inscription on it is rendered thus in Horsely's 
Britianiri R'nnnna: " Nurainibus Auirustorum Cohurs Quarta 
GalloruQi tti|Uitum fecit." He Hkewisi ?ives the following 
particulai-s respecting it, whilst it fcuiaioeU at the re^deace 
of the Cotton feniily.

rebellion.— Bishop Strickland died on the :?Oth ol' Augti&t, 
14 IP, and was interred in tlie <'at!irdral at Carlisle: fait 
monument is still to be mvu m the north aisle. 

Tbe name of this great bcneiactor to Penrith is still greatly 
revered, the water having been brouL^ht at a great cxpeuce 
to him, Ifom a distance of between t^^o or three miles. He 
purchased tbe right of tlie family ui Vaux, wiio poast^icd 
t^terlin for as much uf the water of the brook Petttfrell as 
would constantly run tbruagb the eye ot a milUtooe. Tbe

water flows into a slunc rcterruir, which U fixed in a wall of 
the same materials, situated in a back street of Penrith, and 
near the east end uf the church : the Greek inscription gireu 
un the plate, accompanying this description, is sculptured un 
an impost of rt-d froe stone, and placed over the reservoir : it 
Implies a perpetual possession, or an estate for ever, alluding 
to the generous and free gift of the water to the iababitAots 
•f Peniitb, bj the aborc-named prelate.

£SSEX, 

Hedinoham, or Castls Hbdikobuut^ at it haa been long 
cdlcd, from the castle erected here iooo after the Norman 
Conquest, formed part of the extensive barony of tbe Vere$, 
earls of Oxford, to whose ancestor, Aribrcy dc Vere, it wai 
givt'i), nitli manyothpr lordships, by William tlie Conqueror, 
after tbe defeat of Harold at the battle of Hastiut^. Tbe 
Castle stands near the rillagc, nt\ an eminence. In its 
or^nal state it occupied a much larger area tban at present; 
but the Keep, from th<' a:i t at strength and solidity of its walls, 
lu5 alou«i rt'sibltd tlu^ rav.iges of Uuic anii of uiaii. The 
exact period of the erection of this fortress is not kanwu ; 
but tbe peculiar similari^ of BodiCller castle, built by 
bishop Gundalph, betfnen ttie jttn 1068 and 1 107> scarcely 
kafca a ioabt of ilt hartng beea laiaad abont Um nnw aia. 
Tbe fnni of the Keep ia nearly aqaare; thacaitandw^ 
lidefc'aeaMniog abont fll^fo feet, the north aodeovtb abotti 
Mztf-tiro; ito beight ti ratber mon tban one bnndnd feet.

the groiiod 6oor and aMending to the apper itoriet. The 
interior consists of five stories, and was constructed with 
vrery attention to security from the attacks of external 
enemies. The grouod floor iuxJ originaily no light, but 
from loop ImiIi's; and in its cunstroctioD displays only 
nattire fctrenu'dt uitliout orrwioicnt. The entrance story it 
more lofty, antl its .iri hitci turf oi a lighter kiuii. On IIm! 
next flat is the hall of auiiicnce and ceremony : this U a noble 
apartment, almmt forty feet long and upwaidii uf thirty wide : 
a gallery cut within the walls sarrounds ibis room. Its hcigUt 
iblpm Mm floor to tilc centre of the arch, which extends. com« 
pletely aowMy and aupfoite the upper part, it twreoty'^NM 
fee^ and to the ceOiof iweoty-eight feet t here the style of 
tbeoichilectiiiebcoeflMeaMieMiMmealedIr IntUsdHwbcr 
the ancient Urans received the homage of their feudal te< 
naiit«» ani entcrhyocd their Tiriten. Mm, ii thaattie or 
apperaMNl floor, and over it the ptaUbm, which ooon»nda 
eztoanve Hkw ower tlie enmNUiding ^amttf. Near naiqf 
of the loop-heka and iriadom^ on aaeet of the flocn^ are a 
mjetjof feetaee raaniiigiBto the wall: thea»iKia» OMiit 
ptolnhlf y ialended at tksepiaf .phuct far the eoUiciy. 

IW faml|y.of De Veree pewcutd the lordahiporHcdiBf 
ham from the Coofaett tilt 16M; aod althomh the cxMt 
time of the erection of the Castle oanaot be ascertained, 
there is no doat4 that it was built bj one of this opulent 
family. That it was raised prior to the* year 1 159 is certain, 
as varions authors bare recorded the death of Maud, wife to 
king Stephen, ns {lappening at *• Hanningham Castle, be- 
looginsr to Alberic d© Vcre, earl of Oxford it is probable 
therefvre tti^t it wat bailt either b; Aaiaty, the fixft casJ,

or by his taccettor ; the fomer of ysbam wot sUio inLoadotf 
by the rabble in 1 140 ; the latUr died in 1214. 

During the barons* wars this Castle was taken and retiakm 
several times, and from those troublesome times nothing re- 
specting it occurs till the tiniL' of .Tohn, the twi'lfth cavl, who 
having espoused the Lancastrian cause in opposition lo that of 
the house of York, continued lio firm in his allegiance to Henrf 
the Sixth, that Edward the Fourth, io a parlicimcnt lulJ 
in November, in the lir»l year ot hih rcign, caustd him to be 
alUiuted, with Aubrey, his «lde&t&oa ; and afterwards, with 
severid others, to be bebMded on Tower-faiU. Jofan^ bt» 
Ncood woo, immicdiatctjr took tbe tide of tmA of Oifwd, and 
inc4 bb mmart tfytU tat tlie reatoratioa «f ihe Jc p ai rt 
fiunily, in whicb oljecC lie mti fur » aboft tint eueeetifQl/ 
and mn tbco leiattated io lili crtatiee woA iMioiiffi; Iml 
EdWBii onee nore §iiaiog the wmmUmcf, tiie Ctrl, alter 
tbe dcciatvB baitie ^ Banet, fled into Vlnoee; wbencc re- 
tnninf with ft nnatt fbree, he took St. lllehaera tfoant, in 
Cenmali, bat wai wein oldlfcd to yidd hfantalf a 'priionery 
and «aa.:aeot by the king to the eattte'of Haanca, in 
neatdyr hb otattii iMn coofitcatedt and the Caitfc, ioid- 
ifaipy and manor, of Hedingham, were giapited lor liJiCyhy 
Kdiard the Third, to sir Thomas Montgomery; bat on tbe 
aeccasion of Henry the Seventh, he was di^ossessed, and the 
earl's estates and honors restored ag^n to the right oimer ^ 
be having contributed more hy the zeal and courage wiUi 
which he commanded the vanguard of Richmond's nrmy, at 
the battle of Bosworth, tbun perhaps any other noblemarr 
did, to the success of that day. This carl appcr^r; t6 have 
heen a munificent and learned man, and to have lived in

On the death of Henrj the eighteenth earl, without issue, 
in 1635, the lordship of Hedingham was held in jointure by 
his countess, aftt-r whose decease it passed to bis mother's 
iamiljr, one of whom, in the year 1713, sold it to Robert 
Aaburst, esq. The present possessor is Lewis M^endi, esq. 
who resides in the mansion eroetcd in the begioniag of the 
last ceotary.

SoL iH OcKENDON, at the time of the Doomsday Survey, 
was part of the possessions of Geuffry de Magnaville, but ia 
the reign of Edward I. it became the property of the Bruyns, 
one of whom was chaiubtirlain to that soTcreign, and married 
Isolda, sole heiress to this e&tate. In this family it conti- 
nued till the year 1471, when being divided between EliM- 
bcth and Alice, sisters and edlMdltilc% taA Biidj became 
tbe property of thdr respective bnabudi^ end each rilfeer 
bci^g tiirce timet vaxM^ tbe ififimafc maiien puicd 
tbraogb M many fluniBtt. Eliabcib't tbiid bvAaad mt 
$irVm.BimHleii» tlaodafil-bcBkcr toHenrxVII* wbo waa 
billed bjBkliaidW. at fbe battle of Bonroi^ Tbia 
nobleman ivaa firiber frf Cbarltt Brankm, dnbe ef Soibl^ 
iriw waa bora in tbb village^ and endowed bf natove with 
eminent fudilim botb of body and mind. For bii aerriom 
in tbe campaign aganut Fkanoe be waa iafmlad b j Heuy 
Vm. with tjw dignity of Vimount lisle and Duke of SdfoUt. 
He won the heart of the king's aister^ tlie princess Mavy, wbo 
was married to Louis XII. of France, and after her short- 
lived union with that monaicb, became her husband. In the 
36 of Henry VIII. be was appointed general of the army that 
was sent into France, and took Boulogne, and dying the year 
following, waa intened in St* Ckoige's cbapei, at Windsor.

It is a 
structure of the pointed order of architecture, and appears to 
fan bcoi built vboiit tha t&M of Bearj IV. at V. fndmUj 
on tbe rite of a mora andiat bnUdinf . Tho Font i* of 
stoo^ but nol veiy remarkable. 

At Caaowdoo (eridently derived from OurateVtoum) are 
the remain* of a camp, aappoaed t« bave lieen occupied by 
tbe Dance nnder Caoate, who fiM^bt a battle in tfaie neigh- 
bourhood with Edmand Xroa^dOtitiMl obtained a gMat victory 
over bim. Tbe area of the 4«p9 ife«C obloof fimn, and 
indndn abimt lix acret . T1ie:Vi|il|im bas been kvdkd, bat 
the fose is yet Grille ; tome pMrOf. it jnimmnda the manocw 
boose, vhidi is also endvdcd by » moat. 

Tbto battle, vhich is styled in hii^toiy tbe battle of Assan* 
dam, was ib^gbt btstween AsbiogdjSn and CanewdoUj^ and 
tbe loss Edmund here sustained is supposed to have been oc- 
casioned by the treachery of one of bis commanders, Edric 
Streon, in wliom he pla<^d .unbounded confidence. Whilst 
the two armies were engaged, he, with all his followers, de- 
serted their post, and went and joined the. Dants. This 
piece of treachery caused such a consternation among the

Cardiff Caslle was bailt by Robert Fitzhamon, ia iiiO. 
In a dungeon of the tower, Robert, duke of Normandy, 
is said to have been confined nearly thirty years, after being' 
deprived ot bis sight and inheritance, by bi!> younger brother, 
Henry I.

Tins entrances into Canterboiy were fortnorlyby six gates; 
named West Gate, Nortb Gate, Bur Gate, St. George's Gate, 
Ridrnc: Gate, and Wincbeap Gate, the latter Laving been 
built in the room of a more ancient gate, styled Worth Gate. 
The West Gate is the only one ren^aininp^, which "wrts erected 
bjarcbbbhop Sudbury, in tbe reign of Richard the Second ; it 
is a lofty, 8paciou-j and well-built structure of stone, and con- 
sists of a centre, tianked by round towers. Tbe whole snm- 
mit is embattled, and the entrance is defended by machico- 
Jaliytii, tlie parts for the poitcuilii being still perfect. One 
of tbe branches of the river Stonr flows in truiiL of this G^te, 
and u crossed by tbe London road ofer a bridge of two 
arehci, boilt lilKirfie 'at ttie.e»enie.of ono of the aicb- 
bidiopt. Tnm the .time of Bcoiy the Sixth this Gate bat 
been aied as tlie dty prison, both for ci^inab and debton ; 
and to fcndci it bok cenwiodioni, .faiiooi altcintiotti were 
nado in the inteiiar, about the year 1794. 

ISnion da SadbjU7, the abofe-naaed nfwthjr pndate, «ae 
tiandated to tlia' iea of^Ganterbnry'fioni Ihat'of London in 
tiye year 1875.

Id this dty, ud its immediate ricinity, the mental darkness 
of the Saxons was first illuminated by the light of rcrclation, 
and the barbarism of their character ameliorated by the mild 
tenets of the Christian doctrine.

This Caatle is situated in an ondirertified swampy phfat^ 
but ill calculated to set off its importance. Viewed from an 
tfleration as it is approached, the towers and citadel appear 
sunk and UDdistinguLshed from the curtain w'all of the forti- 
fication ; but on a nearer inspection the ruin rises into im- 
portance, and the aspect of its chief entrance, a large Gothic 
gateway, guarded by two massive projecting towers, is truly 
gnmd. The light grey masonry of this entrance is agreeably 
vdittftd by a profaiioo of ivy over-spreading nearly tb« 
whole of 000 tower, and throwing the brood ahodofrvf ito 
pendtat IdBi^ on the other. WHhte tho poftd» the 
fnom of tiro porlenlliiM aro ifponnt. TImm oro bolci 
alaoin the arch, prahobly inteadcd for ponriag down Mhicd 
kad npoD tba' bcriegen. On cnleriag the cooit ttien 
apfeaif eona icnaiaa of tba ancient hanmial hall, i>d tha

The groioed roof of the poceh to the fleet 
gateway is still remaioiog. In the towers on each side are 
three oblong apartments, with chimni«s. " The history of 
Caldfcot Tastie," says Mr. Coxe, in bis history of Moo- 
moutha>i)ir«', ** is obscure, and I have bern able to ducover 
only scanty documents of its founders and proprietorn. The 
ponderous style nf tUu iniildmg, aoU the chinks and merlon*, 
vhich cue tew in ouaiber, prorc its antiquity: probably tb« 
most aitcient part may baoe been tb« caatlc begun by HaroM» 
and afterwwdafiaiibed hf the Nofaiii, whilo they w««e 
engaged in subjugating and eocQAng Gwmt. T^i liir- 
tfoeawaiof eoatddciahia hnpeitanio iw thapnrpoio of ro- 
talninf in an^edMBtfao aontb-eaalmi parte of Uonmonlh* 
ahiro: it %ma early in the pocecarion of the great Mir af 
BohoD. Aeeordingto Omdal^ Hovphiegr, cari of Hen* 
M, the dfih of that line, did hewfo in ittl, and had

Honpbi«y» Mi fifth d«tG«ndan^ died in 1878, 
karing on^ two danghtcn^ Eleanor, who cqomcd Tbonat 
of Wooftfeock dnhe of OkNKOitcr, iteth wo of Edmid tha 
Third, and Maff , tha nUk of Heniy of BdlingliralM, afkar- 
ivardt Henry the Fourth. Thomas uf Woodstock obtained 
tiM earldom of Heiefonl, the constibicship of Engiaad, and, 
among other possestftoift, the castle of Caldecot." 

This Castle passed by the marriage of Anne, the daughter 
and heiress of Thomas of Woodstock, frfuu the family of 
Bobun to tin- i nrl (if Stafiord, who did honiat^c fur it Iti 1402. 
He was slain at tlii: 1>attle of Slu t wsbur^i ieaviog an infont 
son, who became a ward of the cn>vvn, 

Henry, duke of Buckingham, who pu«»c!i-sed this Castie in 
the reign of Henry the Eighth, was accused <^ aspiring to 
the crown of England, and plotting afaincttlM ttfe of Henry ; 
he irne oevtenoed la death, and beheaded in IMl. The 
yariMBBOit having in the cmninf year paMcd an aofc Ibr hie 
atttindcr,'1iii poMCHlent weia fotfellod to the Omwo, and 
Oaldeeot Oaifle nae annexed by Ihe king to the dniehy of 
Lancaiter.'*

HEAR BOTHALL CASTLE, NORTHUMBERLAND* 

On the banks of the beautiful and rwiiatitic river Wands- 
ijeck, ru ar to the castle of Eothall, once the lonlly posst-sslon 
of the Berti-ams aud afterwards of the Ogles, stood, until 
very lately, the remain* of an ancient chapel or oratory, 
dcdioited to Hm Bimed Vii^n. ttmtlHiilt by oneof tbe 
Ogles, the aiat of which flanQj wore lo be tnocd on die 
mdb. Thb ercelim m» of weUkwroogfat linecMmiet it wm 
iii]eqgfhtiratity4bnrl^ Mid inbyaadthtwdTvlee^ The 
leef HM of itMie, aiehed, and cnriont both m toiti liom and 
■tmctore. Bot a lew years tioee, the rcmaiiia, of wfaidi the 
•ccBWyinytof ^ale b a repmeatalion^ gtoeed the soUtode 
in which tiicy were emboaomed: they are now, together 
with the surrounding beauties, utterly destroyed — ^tbe bang- 
ing yntoA is cat down, and the last relics of our Lady's 
Chapel it«ed for tiie parpose of repairing some oat-booMt not 

far distant. 

The situation of this Oratory was tmjst Hclmirably adapted 
to create in tbe miods of the derotees who used it that 
meditation for which it was erected. The amazinc^ stillness, 
disturbed uuly by Lbe murmurings ot the river Waudsbeck 
and the muuc of the ^ willed choriitcn," might be tnp- 
powd to leellse the delightfol idea that the deep reeeMse of 
the Ibnat are widi cakolited to eidl forth tiie enefgice 
of the mfaid ttt the adentsMefthe Creatd^.

Wilb the beftatifal drawing, from wbicli the plat« that 
HCconiitaoiei tbU dcicription is engraved, Mr. Clconell 
farured tbe Editor with tbc following remarks :— " Tbe 
Lady's Cbapcl stood in a woixl, wbich tbe ncigbbouring 
peasantry call tbe Lady's Cbapel-wood, close by tbe river 
Wandsbrck, about balf a mile fn)m BoUiall Castle, and in s 
situation wbicb I thoogbt equally romantic witb ibat of tbe 
Hermitage of Warkwortb. At my la&t visit to Morpeth I 
walked from tbencc down tbe Wandsbcck to view this favorite 
relic, but to my utter astoaisbment and mortificatioa I found 
not a single stone of it left : that wbicb bad often afforded 
ipe umpeakalile pleasure bad been devoted, by worse tbaa 
(iothic barbarism, to tbe most menial purposes."

NORTHUMBERLAND. 

The remains of this once-grand baronial structure stand 
in a picturesque silUdliuii, and consist chiefly of the g^eat 
gateway, flanked on the north side by twy p(jlygoii;il towert, 
and on the soutli-west angle, by a square turret. From the 
towers, the outward wall extends along the brink of the emi- 
nencs in a cimiUur lorm, enclosing the area, andltenmiiM

Nothing can be more solemn and majestic than tlie 
scenery which surrounds this Castle. It is situated on a 
steep peninsulated rock, between and under vast moantains. 
From its dreariness it bas^ for radny ages, been called the 
Castle of Gloom : and the names of the adjacent places are 
analogous to it ; for it stands in the parish of Dolor^ is 
bounded by the glen of Care, and washed by the bum of 
Sorrow. It, together with the surrounding demesnes, be- 
longs to the noble family of Argylc, who anciently had here 
Iheir occasional residence ; but a considerable portion of it 
is now fallen down, and other parts are nodding orer their 
foundations. The Tower is yet nearly entire. The marquis 
of Montrose was its first destroyer, as be caused it to be 
burnt in 1644, and since then it has nerer been inhabited 
by its noble owners.

Bitbop Barluw, ia the a8th of Henry VIII. alienated the 
manor of Lanfey, with the appurtenances, to the king, in 
farour of his godson, Richard Devereux. Here, for many 
years, the Devrreux family resided ; but soon after the 
attainder of the unfortunate earl of Essex, Lanfi-y passed 
into the possession of the family of Orielton.

Tbb remains of the Cattle of Hmtmooceaux stand in a 
pleasing part of the county of Sussex. It was built by sir 
Roger Fynes, who lies bnrlcd in IJersttuonceaux church 
under a. flat stooey ornamented with a l;r;ts<?, Thf Castle 
walls enclose three courts, a lar^e one and two that arc com- 
paraUvt^ly small. The in trance to the internal parts is

BoiLT 1182, by Rannlph dp G!anvi!1e, Inrd chief justice 
of England ; butttK first habitation being neat the sea, aad 
inconrenient, Rp!u rt <Jr Tfford, eari of Suffolk, about 1363, 
erected a new abbey, at a small distance, wbicb was a)nsuuied 
by fire before 1389. It was, however, rebuilt, and conti- 
nual I a a flourishing rtate till tbe general Dinolation ; the 
uld abbey, likewise, remained till that time, and had MMie - 
religious in it t botli the new and old borne mm dedicated 

totheBtentdViiSin. 

The fttine itand in an open eenntry, about fisar nlileefiein 
Sanmndbam, and ban an nn&iTmuable appearance at » 
diftanee, bu^ on neaier iiii]ieetien, many pietnreiqne yaitt 
an to be leen. The draidi ba» been very rabetantial^ but 
it bniken into detadied maMciy except on the side ^ifaere 
the aiilci are divided tqr the elegant loftj window of the 
traniept* Thr«e ai&les are of great lervioe to tbe farmer 
wbo livei adjoining tbe abbey, in a house built with it» ruins, 
IbrmingattagasinefMrhisjfnun; otb^ part* are conTcrtcd 
into stables. 

The west end is curiously ornamented with Gothic arches, 
of free-stone, neatly inlaid in fiint, agreeably to the custom 
of this ooimty and Norfolk*

A fine tower, bclooging to the transept, is seen to great 
advantage from a square area, leading to the apartmeots of 
the convent, now an orchard. 

The ord>:r of this abbey was that of Prcmonstratensian ca- 
nons.

A. D. 1313, the abbot obtained a charter for a 
market and fair here, but both hare been long disused. la 
the new abbey, at the Dissolution, there remained, according 
to some accounts, fifteen monks ; but Willis, in his " His> 
toryof Abbtes/' lays there were eighteen, besides the abbot.

» Aldborough is sitoated on the south bank of the river 
Cre, and with Borougbbridge, distant about half a mile, 
forms one parish, containing about one hundred and tvt'enty 
bouses. It was once a Roman c'ltj, but little now remains 
Indicatirr of its former greatness or grandeur. 

The artist from whose paintings the plates that accom- 
pany this description are engraved, has favored the editor 
with the following extract from his memorandums made on 
the spot. 

** The village of Aldborough was the Isarium Brigaoti- 
cam of the Romans, of whose magnificence nothing now 
remains, except some tesselated pavements nearly perfect, 
and a few other fragments, principally of sculpture. The 
first pavement which I noticed is of an Etruscan pattern, 
consisting of alternate rows of stones, black and white, each 
atone being three qaarters of an inch square, wilb a broad

' tthagtt teueU of a brownUh brick. The onumented 
portion meuarcd nine feet in length, and five feet tlma ineliM 
in breadth. At the same house where I saw this paretncDt, is 
preserved a small Roman oapitiil of the Corinthian orJer, and 
of nio^t excelUnt workni Hiship, which was dug up in tin 
nc ji,'hLM)m h(M>d. At another hoits*', a few d<»or? off, kept by 
two old maiden ladie!;, one of w liuiu a a, liwart, thf other an 
intelligent person aad vcty civil, I saw two more tesselated 
pavemcntS) both nearly clo§c together and in one room : this 
rooaa being soitablj forntsbed, gave great character and effect

" The bomuliiries of this ancient city may still be traced, 
but with diiiicult) ) iht walU bt-ing entirely removed and 
tbe ditches lerelled, geoerally indeed ploughed np or built 
upoo*" 

Thia Tillage sends ftmr mcnbrn to pidiaiiMnt, under tbe

AkUNwmiigb, or Oldborai^> was anciently a distinguishing 
name from Newborongb, now Borooghbridge : in tbis part 
of the Tillage are tbree stones, called the Deril's Bolts, or 
Arrows, by the vulgar, about wbich there are sereral current 
legends. These stones are of considernWe heif^ht and four 
''qnare, of a pyramidal form, but Hat at the top ; they «;tand 
ijt ariy in a line from north to suulh. J he suuih ami middle 
stooei!. are about twenty-five iutt above the ^tduikI, fiuted 
towards the top, but trot regularly : tbese grooves arc tradi" 
tiooally stated to be occasioned by tbe rain trickling down 
theaiy and in tjie contee of time' lemiiDf cbanodt. Tie 
lidce of both theie piltait are each' alwnt fam feet iHt near 
the bottom, bnt dhniniib towaide the tAp. Tbe nbrthera^ 
mMtitone is hioaderaiki ^hotter tlMoeithcr of the othen, 
being fall six feet iiride on tnoof ita ddci,^«iM| netabote 
idnctecn feet in height.

»^m»** . This eonjeotnia ie ansappoited bj any pn^iability, 
and i» direetiy oentiary to wellnMoertMned ftcte. The re- 
ligion of the Dmide had faniihed before the victoriooe amt 
of the Saxnne, and their oaben godehipe hod been many 
yeara lent to ploogb tbebillowy main," imteadof cheriafi* 
ingtliemyitiomielldneintbeMlitaiyfbnst. Neverthelcesy 
it is more difficult to invent even the most absurd system of 
rdigion than any impleiMikt of indostry ; bat the northems 
bnmght their «wd religioa with them> and oome^ntly did 
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not nqnin tiiat of the coovimd Biihim, ibeir iiriionen. 
Sofentition, Indeed, it the neet lecmid thinip in netne} 
and no effort, homaD or dh^, has Uftherto hecn nriideiit 

to render it abortive. The Saxons, therefcffey fwre more 
likely to increan than diminish tbe irambcr of their gods 
with the progress of events, and influx of good fortune. 
Warriors, aho, are generally citlscr very superstitious, or 
very pious, and hence the magniticeiicc and splendour of 
the worship at this temple. Even s » l.ite as the In spinning 
of the last century, restiges of idolatrous devotion we>e here 
still visible. The present church, -which exhibits such ex- 
(|uisite specimens of the architecture prevaJfnt in the Aoglo- 
Saxoo ages, ** in all probabilitjr," says Drake, '* stands on 
the feiy rite of the andent Pagan temple } the gnnnd 
■now of it, being a fine sloping dry hiU." Ittm aeeMkiedr 
abont tfpo hnndnd and lixty yards in diaMetar, divided Into 
agicatmany apartOMnli, MNneef vfhich seem to have been 
pecniiaily adapted to the'vrarehiporniTfterietef thoheaihen 
dcitieei oihen to have been placea of vecepfiettliNr the vpot- 
ihapiqg nraltitiide ; and the leit appear* ae if eifhcr appffo* 
prfarted to aUars vrhere tbe victims tbemtelves vKre-alaii^ or 
offices fur holding tbe sacred iastraments off saeriAees s«b> 
•errient to the latter purpose, is a place one hundred and 
fifty yards long, about twelve or fourteen broad, and eight 
deep, except at the east, where from this bottom a hlU, or 
mount, rises at least eight or nine fathoms perpendicular. 
From this flevation one easily surveys the whole area, which 
seems to have been more particularly set apart for the wor- 
ship of the chief idol, as the bill is artificial. The hollow 
part seems to bare been divided into two squares, with only

pon^ oone being only six, seven, or cigbt yards in circum- 
ference, wbile others are twelve, fifteen, or twenty. Coo- 
sidorablc quantities of stone hare been due out of this here- 
tofore far-famed place, which is now called the Hot/^rs. 
Adjoining nn the south is a field of ten or twelve acres, 
called Cbapt I Garthends ; on the north side, tbe foundation 
of a wall was bvt:u, v>iierc- il united the two extremities of 
the semicircle ; but all the semicircular part& seem tu have 
b«fii icennd bj a noond or i-ampart of oavtb. 

Thnt appoaraaoeo perfMUy co r reip on d witb 0mi modo of 
vratsUp, aoeordtng to all laeordi of tbe nortbeni aotiqirities. 
In a prifato cbapd, wbidi waa nfavded ai Hht boly plaoo,

Tbor on bit left, mariflf a cnrnn and teqitre, «itb adiib in 
bb band; Fum, or Friggo» tbe wiffe of Wodin, baviiytbe 
attributes of the goddess of pleasure, stood on the left of 
Tbor. Around these idols \«-ere arranged the rictims to he 
sacrificed. Opposite to this chapel, another altar was raised, 
and covered with iron, in order that the fire, which was to 
bora tbere cootiaually, sbouU oot damage iU Oo this altar

i4«id9f il WW • bnub, whicb ncd to qpriaklc tlw

«M A deep pit, into which the victiiM weitt CMl after the 
sacrifice. Vestiges of some of these parts may even be ob- 
served in the annexed views, particularly at the west end, 
and also in the still-existing mottiids and pits apparent oo tb« 
sooth-east side of the church. 

In the first &gt& of the world, all altars were in open 
places, as it was dtemed irrevtitiil to confine the gods to 
any part j but aflt-r the worship of Odin, about the third 
ceatOTj of the Christian era, bad gained ibe ascendauqr oftr 
the other rapentUiooi ia the nortii, altars wero an cl woJ, 
•od laMaly odiAcct wtn oncted, in wbicb their fodi woe 
v^inlulf tionbipiicd. Hcoeo «• peredfo that Oongh** cr* 
foocoos ioteippetaitioD of tbo 8umd pij^beO or peopsb 
'fa.f ht'Stam syloef, into **9odt or worship,'* instead 
of <*alt«rt of the Pagan gods or idalt/' and ^^e^UDl Ve 
hi ymbf erte pxjioiij " Hedges wherewith they were 
inclosed," instead of " high fences or endoenres surroond- 
ing then,** not only perverti tha mctninf of words, Imt 
confeft a nrj fidii Vm of the giandcur and art which 
ware displayed in tUa toaple. Tbo word ht^^, whieh hat 
heoimidered ktdlg*, it dcrivcdfima he^, high, and perfectly 
oerresponda iritb the original SqiOiian notiom of height or 
deffation, wbidi that people eoneeiTed pecnliartq their oonn- 
tij, as a rappoMd laee of nomlalaeen, the direct dcnend- 
antiofMeah.

On tbe demulition of (he idols, a Christian church, a$ 
vsaal, was immediately t* reeled lu re, and Dr. Stukeley aii>f rts 
that tbe ideatical font in which Paulioaa baptized Qefi it 
•till cxtaot io the imiaiit chmch. The laoia miter aCrau 
that theacloal walbof the chofch wrva aractcd bj Iboliaoi^ 
at the aaoM tina, abant esci. Bv^ hawarar this mmf he, it 
«aniiat be doolitcd that tame parti of theaiy at lfait» weia 
ciMMtnictad Utag hafbte the NomaD conqjocft, ai tiief bear j 
nmeb ioternal e? idenoa of high antiquity. The maD *«feiit i 
of the orighial bnildiiif , and the cstrcme aaaHifanaii «f the 
wnik, are circumstancce wbidi tend to piofo that the chHCh 
nraithafe been bniU in an af* when pomp and icience weic 
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imt Ullto knOiRi. In tlw Moompanying riew*, sumt rcmaiii* 
of liuly^MnaiMiitad dtcakraichM «k Men, cidwr blMkcd 
np ot bidden hf n bnttictt, at nppeutjo tbe wot end ef tbe 
dmicb. Advittin; » tbcralDi^ Ibe iofeoioos Omij of Ring 
fcqpcctinf the origin and pragnie ef aidiei» tbe aecnriqgtf 
gntuilofii aMertioo of Stoliclcj nwf be tme, altboi^b oer- 
tnkily UMupportcd bjr any mitttn evidence. It nppcMh 
tadied^ nnqnestionable that the inrentieii of the arch io 
building took pYace only a little more tban two ce ntaries bc- 
.lore Christ. At first the arch was entirely plain, but in the 
coarse of three or four centuries it became fashionable to de- 
corate it with mouldings: these were rarifd according lo llic 
mechanical skill and taste of the age. As all fashions must 
have tbeir Iji L,iiHiing, middle or climax, and their dceiine aud 
fall, we can easily believe that the style of orn imenting 
public buildings and churches must have experienced a si- 
milar fate. On tbi* ground it it not incrcdibtc tbat tbe 
iuhion of ornamenting cirenlar aicbce, wbicb began in tbe 
•eeond or third eentnries, might have attained ite dinuix in 
the seventh* that tbe enbattkd, billet, si|;saf , nailhead, 
eable, and oth« nioiildingt» «cm then uniTenallf adopted, 
and that Irani tUe pniod their nie gndnallj declined, till 
the arch properly to called wn entirely dbaicd in the be* 
ginning of the tirdfth centnry, «nd triangnbur opcninge over 
doort and windono aanimed iie place* At tite Anglee awn 
among the most acute and ingenioUl of the Salon tribes, 
and ai they had enriched themselves at the expense of tbe 
Britons, it is not improbable tbat tbe vast ttiucture which 
here occupied above one-seventh of a mile, and contained 
temples for oraclct, godt, altars for sacrifice, and apartments 
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for ftveita, fte. bad mmi« r^plwly baUt «Cfi«c» witya ill 
Mcrcd predodi. On tliit $app<xiUoG(, whfek ii crrtainlj 
BDcli sMnpnlMkble aod ntioml than tiM ««iO<clim of its 
beinf ool J draidMal ilMct, th« cfeettoo of a chnich fimn 
the niiD» cooM bo oa v«ry aHwMi taik. It bmj tbentec 
be infemdy tbaiGodaamliqgaban cboicb ai^gbt bave boen 
baiU io tbo ih^of Audinai, Iboo aichbitlrop of Toik> and 
aftcmavds bUbop of Rochester ; but we sbouM hesitate mucb 
in astrrting potitively, with Stakelej, that it was really eract- 
rd at that period. 

With rt-sprct to the font, there can be but one opinion on 
the snhjfct, which ercrv reader who cai»ls hi* vvf on the dif- 
ferent views of it, will be perfectly able to form. In the first 
place it is not absnlntrly certain that Paulinus, a Christian 
loitsionary to ;l i'agan people, ever used a regular font, (tra- 
dition he used the river Swalt) and least of all that he 
actually baptized the Arch 'Flam eu, in one. In the 

next place, if be really did use a font, there is no evidence 
whatever diat this it the identical om wbidi hatwad on that 
occaiioo. As fonts ave not very portable thtegs, we cannot 
mppott that thof ivcre auNre Dnmemis than chnrdhe^ and 
the lattrr could not be very abondast onljabonttweiity^five 
yeais after the fin* introdnctioo of Cfaiistiaaity. Faalhra^ 
indeed, might have a foot in Us netiofoHtan dinrah of T< A, 
bnt it is not wj lilioly that mch a font shooU be lemaved 
to Ckidmundingabani, altfaongh the accbbishoi^ Untdf was 
obliged to abandon that fart of tiie CMintry in consequence 
of the incessant warfare. Neither are the sculptured orna- 
ments of a character to suggest any rery remote origin, and 
in this respect tbey are greatly inferior to those on the font 
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in 8l> Hattin's, near Cukterbny. Tbe top of it ii evidentljr 
modem, and can have no pidonioat to fraat aatiqaity. 
Indqwadciit of Hie coo^anttnlj modeni areliitflcliiral oma-' 
nentiy tiie flat-pointed arch and cniekcti, tbe imeriptioat 
cientlypravotttAlicnoSBaMMifnirk; tte latter coniittof the 
frmiKar infooatioa to Uie Vngm Maty, ^ve Mttia, fttna 
gfMfrtm, 4^. and over it an oM jEng^ Afninf lin^ of 
wideli only a part illegibly ^...itntabefaied— of yorcbap 
r«te— pra for tbem y* j* limt majd. [Robert de vyngpson, 
Robert appylton] — ^wyht owt t . . . . yty." Below these linee 
are shields with cross keys, a bar, three estoils, &c. belong- 
ing to the arms of different families ; the usual initials of the 
Saviour, and " hely-lade," are on the other four sides of this 
octangular stone font. Tbe rosettP<i, quatrefoils, and tre- 
foils with which it is corered will be generally conceived to 
indir^te its fabrication in tbe age when tbe roses of York bad 
gained the uodisiputed regal ascendancy. 

Goodnuuiham, although originally a place of very coDsider^ 
able eiteDt, and giving Dana to a dtrictf b miw a tnall 
pariibf eonlaioiDg only ahont t«ro bondrcd inhabitanti. The 
lifinf,orfeGtoi7UTa]acdatlsl.llt.8d.s and the patronage 
bitterly ba« been in H. Egerton, A. M. In Domeeday- 
boqjh it ii often menthwed/ and part of ito budi by even 
in the West Biding , and in diflbrent bnndiMli. 

The Mwjfiag spirit whidi aetnated the Normant ocea- 
lioned tbe epoliatten of Godnmndiqpbam, a pbue veneraUo 
Ibr its antiquity and pomrftil by it» wealtb. The lands wod 
revenues of its church w«re parcelled outtohnogry Normans. 

Even so early as tbe time of Richard the First, we find, by 
« letter ol kiqg John, dated Feb. S7» in the fifth year jof hi*

Id the escheat ru'iU of thr 13th of Edward the First, four 
caracutcs of land arc uientiuned as belonging to this di&trtcty 
or parish, which v^en- givtn to the set- of York in tbe famotu 
grant of Ulf, son of tliu Saxon Prince Torald, who, it is said, 
lived in tht- west part of Dt-ira. The parish is parti j situated 
in tbe liberty of St. Peter, of York, and partly in Hohue 
Beacon diriiion, in tbe Wapentake of HBrth^L Tbf chpfch 
ii dedicated to AU Sateif.

NcwBALOy Newbold, Nieabolde, Niubolde, Niubode, mt 
Neol>alde, like GodmandiDgaham, has hitherto escaped the 
DoTice r;f antiquaries; and although it hn^t not the boDour 
of being recorded by Bede, it neverlljcUj,s [ios>f«;>ics much 
Ultern:il unA mml unequivocal cvirieiicf of grtut antiquity. 
Its situation between North Cavf ami ^Vtlght^Jn, or Market 
WeigiiUin, bemg tithtr on or near Uif great Roman road 
which paaied from Lincoln, by Pcluajrta (Brougii), to York, 
and tlM aatore of the •airMiodiaf country, render it highly 
pMtaUe, tfintdiMlvldj«art«io,liiit«]lritiil^aBMMft. 
itid, eraSlsoii vilhfa 1ms csiited licK linee tba tot ia* 
habiting of o«r iilaad. Of its extent and cbaraoterno record

AttlMiriKikniceofaiiMilyaoncUnes surpasses the energy 
of beneficence, it is not surprising that Ncwbald is particu- 
late Mtioad in Doinesday-book. Yet most of the subsequent 
miters, and more particularly topographers, with a very few 
exceptions, have not condescended to record the name or 
existence of such a place, althougli it contain!!, aj the plates 
dCBKMUtrate, some of the moei exquisite remains of Saxon

The dinrab of NewbnU U dedicated to 8L Nidwlas, who 
fcifcmt fbe part of Hjmwn and Neptune in the papal theo- 
gony. Oter the doef-mn aa teen in the plate, i» *n elegant 
atatne of thia wmdcMfOflring personage, but so mutilated, 
that it wonld be Impossible to say for whom it was designed 
«ere it not seaUd within a shell formed of Saxon archltec- 
• tlial mouldings. It is true similar emblems, and every 1 hing

Bat the life and niiadci of the ftnowned St Nichela$ 
nMj eontribnte to illnatrate the history and antiquitiet of 
Newfaald $ h« was bom in Myra, a city of Lyria ; bis parenta 
hciag wealtby and adranced in years, bis birtb, like that of 
Isaac, was deemed a gift from hearen, in consideration of 
their charity to the poor, 'ibis circumstance is particularly 
dwelt on, as the authors of these ghostly legends, being rery 
honest, ingenuous gentlemen, nevvr suffered any good to go 
tJOrewarded even in this life, particularl y \v lu n it roieht turn 
to the iulerrst of tbeir party. The young Nicijoias, there- 
fore, oiast be very good and very pious; and although 
Sanocl was justly caOed the ton of prayer," yet the onlf 
flcarare whidi thb diQd enjoyed, say the kgend», waa praj- 
iog in the ebmch when onty in his fifth 7cnr! Hia parent! 
dyii(g when he was joaag^lefthia afangelortnnes andtibc 
fint a«e which hit liolr hi^giapheis reeord that he vado of 
it, wu to pMtien tlueo danflitcn of a deci|cd fenUoMn in 
hia natiie city.

In 1087, when the Turks ravaged Lyria, his sacred re- 
luuius were raised, and cfirried to Bari, io Itaiy, where, in a 
inagnif]c<*nt church, Lis sepulchre daily ptfrforms a prodi* 
f ious number of miracles. TheGrt'f k, lil t the Roman churcbi 
pays gnfat devotion to the In^hop oi Myia.; aiiU there are 
few large towns lo Kurupe wilbout a church, and still fewer 
cathedrals withettt an altar, dedicated to bis matrimooial 
godsbip, St. Mlcholee.

FttUa, who wae 
the confidaDt of Frea, and took care of her dresses and orna- 
ments, had nothing of tbe character which marked the etp 
tendants of the Greek or Roman goddess of pleasnre ; on 
the contrary, she appeared a most discreet, amiablf, ind f»itli- 
fal friend; just such as a jadiciotis person inii^lit naturally 
select to participate in ber private seDtimcnta and feelings. 
In the character of tlie Angles, therefore, we can trace 
ttie origin of many peculianlus which still distinguish the 
inhabitants of this island from those of the other provinces 
«f Europe, or of Chriitcnitom. 
The intraaieii ef.the Nemnae into England pfodneed 
Icfs dnuigft^cr in the wannet* or lineage of tbe 
Mwnnd Nefrbeld than in meet other parte «f the 
hh^don. Thedi«a»Mluiee«laoof ilifanfiagoQiyaparieh 
chafcbt end nn meoailery, priory, or ether rel^^ione eetebllih* 
smu^ to ledlitate the ewmption of the oetife hhiod^ eon 
trihnted to the preeervation of the pristine moral character. 
Ra inpertenee was, therefore, considerable, and its territorial 
possessions extensive. According to the inqnisitiim taken in 
1275, of the lands in the liberty of St. Peter, of York, with- 
out tbe city, Mullerihalle, and several other places, are ■stated 
as belong tag to the prebend of Newbald, and not taxable.
